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RECRUITING REFERENDUM SOUGHT AT S.G.W.U. 
MORATORIUM ON PLACEMENT SERVICES BEGINS JAN. 22 


Acting Principal Douglass Burns Clarke today called for a student 
referendum on whether to allow on-campus recruiting at Sir George Williams 
University by companies involved in the Vietnam war. 


At the same time Professor Clarke announced a moratorium of at least two 
weeks on all activities of the Placement Office. 


The request for a student referendum was made in a letter to the President 
of the Students' Association. 


The University has always encouraged free and open discussion of every 

type of problem and there are indications that the widest possible 
deliberation is called for on this issue. To guarantee that such discussion 
continues to take place in an atmosphere free from pressure, the Placement 
Office will be closed for two weeks as of Monday, January 22. No 

employment interviews will be conducted during this period. 


The University had previously requested opinion on the matter from five 

of its bodies. One of these, the Students' Association, voted 5-3 Monday 
for a motion condemning recruiting at Sir George by companies whose products 
go towards aiding the United States' war effort in Vietnam. 


Now Acting Principal Clarke seeks to gain the opinion of two groups -- 

the student body at large via the proposed referendum, and faculty through 
its Association of University Teachers. The SGWAUT has sent a ballot to 
some 225 full-time faculty members. In a covering letter the executive 
recommends that "a move of the Placement Service of the Canada Manpower 
Centre to a convenient location off campus should have taken place some 
time ago and remains the most acceptable solution." 


When aware of the University community's opinion after full consideration 
of the matter, the Acting Principal will present his findings to the 
University Council for its recommendation to the Board of Governors.
